sirable or ‘soft hog s' coming to the 
m arket. This Is p articularly true In 
certain sections of the corn belt 
wherein soy bean seeds, 
av ailable 
on the farm, are being heavily fed 
as a sup p lem ent to the farm g rains 
In order to av oid a cash outlay for 
p rotein balancers. 
I t Is naturally a g reat tem p orary 
tem p tation to the soy bean g rower, 
who is also a hog p roducer, to 
use 
his own handy and av ailable soy ­ 
bean seed to the lim it In hog feed- 
ng This seed is fed along with a 
;ood m ineral mix ture, which is al­ 
way s essential for the most p rofit­ 
able results w’hen soy beans are be­ 
ing fed to balance the farm g rains 
and concentrates—such 
as 
com. 
barley , wheat, ry e. soy bean seed an 
Lheir kind. 
There Isn’t 
any 
question 
but 
what swine make v ery 
g ood 
daily 
jains with a reasonable feed outlay 
p er hundred p ounds of g am w hen ■ 
oy bean seed is rig htly fed. 
The 
oy beans y ield a much better n ut­ 
ritional effect, as measured in ra- 
lidity of g ains in feed requirem ent 
m d the health of the herd, when 
thoroug hly cooked, boiled or roast­ 
'd; but the "bog ey in the woodp ile" 
is alway s a th reat— the soft hog 
m x iuction hazard. 
Drag on M arket 
Ev ery soft hog th a t is p roduced 
.and sent to m arket Is a drag 
on 
the whole hog raising and p ack­ 
ing Industry . 
This is true ev en 
thoug h the buy er know-s not about 
the soft lard and fat under that 
p ig ’s hide, p ay ing a "hard basis’ 
p rice for the animal. Some p ackers 
hav e learned from their records of 
•‘kill” and "sources of the butcher­ 
ed hog s” to p lace a discrim inatory 
cut In p rice on the 
hog s offered 
from certain g eog rap hical 
ship ­ 
p ing p oints—p oints which hav e In 
the p ast been m arketing 
an In­ 
creasing num ber of soft hog s. 
Many reg ions in the concentrat­ 
ed p eanut g rowing 
areas of the 
southland suffer a sev ere p rice c u t, 
p er cwt. because of the "off quail- j 
ty ” of the hog s offered—hog s fa t­ 
tened on the oily '‘soft p ork" p ro- j 
ducing nuts. Likewise m any soy - j 
bean g rowing sections are creat­ 
ing a bad “hog 
quality ” 
rep ute-; 
tion—from the soft 
p ork 
sta n d­ 
p oint—for 
themselv es 
and 
their 
com munity neig hbors. 
The whole 
:oft p ork p roblem Is a m ost serious 
and p erp lex ing one but, its 
solu­ 
tion, essential 
to a 
p rog ressiv e 
American hog industry , m ust bc» 
faced resolutely and intellig ently . 
Should Use Care 
Professor C C Culbertson, noted 


ex p ert of the Iowa Ag ricultural Ex­ 
periment Station, 
recently wrote, 
the swine feeder who intends to 
use natural soy beans In his feed­ 
ing op erations should 
do so very 
cautiously .” All p rog ressiv e station 
workers ag ree with Prof. Culbert­ 
son; their tests dem onstrate th at 
he Is rig ht. 
Soy bean oil meal, m anufactured 
from sound beans throug h thoroug h 
cooking , g rinding and oil ex tract­ 
ing methods, p roduces hard p ork of 
quality —the hog s selling for near 
top p rices. The oil ex traction makes 
the difference. Growing and fa t­ 
tening p ig s fed on a "satisfactory 
hardening ration” may be 
easily 
and quickly made 
soft simp ly 
by - 
feeding them a sufficiency of soy ­ 
bean oil for a coup le of m onths or 
?o. 
Emp hatically , we say to soy bean
